Rodenberg was 
sponsor for the appoinment of Post- 
master Bader, whom Rev. Mr. Rut- 
ledge’s charges chiefly concern, and his 
brother, C. F. Rodenberg, is assistant 
postmaster.

Mr. Rutledge printed an attack on 
Cashel. The paper did not reach its 
subscribers, and the  preacher-editor 
found on inquiry that it had not left 
the postoffice. He was informed that 
the papers had been lost or stolen. 

As told in Wednesday's Post-iispatch, 
Postmaster Bader later announced that 
the papers had been “held up’ ‘or ex 
amination by a postal inspector. !n-

statement.

Lecturer Says Europe Is Start-

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RAILROAD PROSPERITY. 

Th@ railroad reports for the year 1905, aceord- 
ing to Poor’s Manual, exhibit extraordinary prosper- 
ity. 

With exceptional gains over the year previous, 
a comparison of the earnings and profits with the 
year 1898 indicates the tremendous growth of rail- 
road traffic in this country. Within this period of 
eight years the railroad dividends and net earnings 
have nearly doubled. The dividend rate has more 
than doubled since 1895, being 3.27, as compared 
with 1.58. 

The prosperity of the railroads is founded upon 
the commercial activities of the country. The only 
question to be determined is the equity of the tolls 
which the railroads levy upon commerce. Are the 
railroads getting too large a share of the coun- 
try’s wealth production? This question is practi- 
eally in the hands of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission under the rate regulation law. At the pres- 
ent rate of gain the railroads will soon realize the 
full value of their capitalization, which is enormous, 

amounting in the aggregate to $15,568,752,029. No 
one contends this capitalization represents an equl- 
table valuation of railroad propert y. 
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Last year it was said that the largest amount ever 
stolen from the United States Treasury was $40,000.
